“As to how long it believed the 
defense buildup should go on, the 
State Department said the answer 
depends largely on Russia’s be- 
havior, but that the emergency 
will not necessarily ‘‘continue in- 
definitely.” 

The report showed that defense 
spending in the other Atlantic 
alliance countries has gone up 
steadily, and that the total may

If Germany 
joins the defense effort, the de- 
fense budget of the allied Euro- 
pean powers may hit 14 billion 
dollars, the report asserted. 

It said European production of 
military equipment — “another 
measure of progress”—by the end 
of 1952 is expected to be nearly 
four times the output of 1949. 

It declared that morale and 
unity in Europe have gone up 
along with defensive strength, 
and that Communist influence as 
shown in Communist party mem- 
bership has steadily dropped, The 
report said Corhmunist party 
membership in the 12 European 
area NATO nations has dropped 
34 per cent, or from 3,900,000 in 
1946 to 2,600,000 in 1951,

Eisenhower Forces Take Control 


Of G.0.P. Executive Committee

WASHINGTON, Sept. 13 (AP) 
—Eisenhower forces have taken 
over control of the Republican 
National Committee’s executive 
committee—a move which was re- 
garded as inevitable since Eisen- 
hower won the presidential 
nomination from Senator Taft. 

The new 15-member executive 
group was announced last night 
by National Committee Chairman 
Arthur E. Summerfield, an Eisen- 
hower backer. It was described 
by Republican sources as having 
eight Eisenhower: supporters, six 
who favored Taft’s nomination, 
and one “officially” neutral. The 
old executive committee was 
weighted in Taft’s favor. 

Although four Taft backers 
were dropped, several new mem- 
bers were for the Ohioan’s nomi- 
nation at Chicago. 

Chairman’s Explanation. | 
Chairman Summerfield said the 
changes were the result of “an 
orderly procedure in accordance 
with long-established Republican 
practices.” Committee officials 
pointed out that after each na- 
tional convention the new com- 
mittee chairman is authorized to 
name a new executive committee 
to act for the full national com- 
mittee when it is more convenient 
to assemble the smaller group. 
It is natural, these officials said, | 
that such a group reflect the new | 
leadership. | 

Many pro-Eisenhower members 

were elected to the national com- 
mittee to replace Taft supporters 
prior to the natoinal convention. 
These members took office after 
the convention. 
National committee officials | 
said Summerfield had notified 
members of the new executive 
committee lineup and it was to 
be announced in due course. It 
was given out ahead of schedule 
last night, in response to requests 
for a comment on published re- 
ports, which included statements 
that four Taft men had been 
“purged.” 

No ‘Purge,’ One Says. 
However, one of the four, Rep- 
resentative Clarence J. Brown of 


Ohio, said there had been no 
“purge.” Another, Walter S. Hal- 
lanan of West Virginia, was 
named a vice chairman of the 
National Committee. The other

U.N. TURNS DOWN 


MALIK DEMAND ON 
5 MEMBERSHIP BIDS 


UNITED NATIONS, N.Y., Sept. 
13 (AP) — The United Nations 
Security Council decided last 
night to give priority to mem- 
bership applications for Japan, 
Libya and three French-sponsored 
Indochina states. 

It overrode Russia’s Jacob A. 
Malik, who had demanded that 
the applications be funneled first 
through a council inquiry com- 
mittee. 

In addition to Libya, sponsored 
by Pakistan, and Japan, sponsored 
by the United States, the council 
agreed to take up the applications 
of Viet Nam, Cambodia and Laos, 
all sponsored by France. The 
council meets again Tuesday. 

Malik has hinted at vetoes for 
all of these countries, in line with 
Russia’s refusal to accept a num- 
ber of other West-sponsored 
countries unless Soviet satellites 
are also voted membership. But 
he gave the appearance of wish- 
ing to avoid vetoes at this time. 

A veto of Libya is expected to 
upset the Arab world and a veto 
of Japan might have some effect 
on Russia’s foreign policy in the 
Pacific before it can be announced 
at the Soviet Communist party 
congress in Moscow next month. 


100,000 CATHOLICS 
MARCH INTO VIENNA 
RED ZONE AND PRAY 


VIENNA, Sept. 13 (AP)—About 
100,000 Austrian Roman Catholics 


marched into the Russian-occu- 


pied sector of Vienna yesterday 
and publicly prayed for Catholics 
persecuted behind the Iron Cur- 
tain. They also prayed for perse- 
cutors. 

The solemn paraders marched 
in a torrential rain and thunder- 
storm to show their defiance of 
the Russians. 

The demonstration in Vienna’s 
big football stadium was part of

Finally, we have a leader 
whom we can all support with 
enthusiasm.” 

Sparkman gibed at Dwight D. 
Eisenhower, the G.O.P. nominee, 
for his statements on public pow- 
er and agriculture. 

“The people out west are deep- 
ly interested in public power, but 
they can’t figure out whether the 
general is or not,” he said. 

As for agriculture, “at Kasson, 
Minn., the general came out force- 
fully for the extension of 90 per 
cent parity for the next two years.

DULLES RENEWS 
CALL FOR ACTION 
AGAINST SOVIETS 


He Charges Administra- 
tion Policy Has Brought 
Neither ‘Containment’ 
Nor Peace.

WASHINGTON, Sept. 13—John 
Foster Dulles, chief foreign af- 


fairs adviser to Gen. Dwight D. in 


Eisenhower, charged yesterday 
that the Administration's ‘con- 
tainment policy toward Russia 
}had. not led either to peace or to 
containment” and renewed de- 
mands for action to “dislocate by 
peaceful measures” the Soviet or- 
ganization, 


Dulles’s statement, issued by 
the Republican National Commit- 
tee, was a direct reply to the 
speech at Kansas City Thursday 
night in which Secretary of State 
Dean Acheson defended Adminis- 
tration foreign policy and warned 
of dangers in more strenuous 
steps against Communism. The 
Dulles statement was one of sev- 
eral attacks on the foreign policy 
positions of Acheson, President 
Truman and Gov. Stevenson 
launched today by prominent Re- 
publicans. 


Dulles took particular exception 
to a statement by Acheson that 
any attempt to liberate Com- 
munist-dominated nations by force 
is “a prescription for disaster.” 
This was regarded as a criticism 
of the position taken by Gen. 
Eisenhower, although the Repub- 
lican presidential candidate was 
not mentioned by name. Gen. 
Eisenhower has urged “every 
peaceful aid” to bring liberation 
of subject peoples. 

Denies ‘Force’ Is Advocated. 

“Secretary Acheson said it is 
not ‘responsible’ to talk about lib- 
erating captive peoples ‘by force,’ ” 
Dulles said. “Why,: then does he 
do it? The Republican party has 
never talked about liberation ‘by 
force.’” 

Describing Secretary Acheson 
as “exuding fear,” Dulles charged 
that the containment philosophy 
“has brought the Korean war and 
a steadily growing menace of even 
worse war.” It has, he _ said, 
forced Gov. Adlai E. Stevenson, 
as the Democratic presidential 
candidate, to concede that “it is 
the Soviet Union which fixes the 
level of our defense expenditures 
and thus our taxes.” 

Assailing Acheson for taking 
the “very poetic” position that a 
“surge of the human spirit” will 


eventually lead enslaved peoples. 


to freedom, Dulles warned that 
“realistic terrorists” are now 
molding 800,000,000 subject peo- 
ples into “an unthinking, unbe- 
lieving, obedient mass animated 
only by a fanatic hatred of the 
United States.” 

To let the process continue un- 
checked is “the course of defeat- 
ism,” Dulles* said. He held that 
“there are stresses and strains 
within the over-extended Soviet 
imperialism which, if skillfully 
activated, would weaken and di- 
vide it from within.” The prob- 
able alternative, he warned, is 
direct, atomic conflict. 

Alternative Is War, He Says. 

“Of course,” Dulles continued, 
“to dislocate, by peaceful meas- 
ures, the internal structure of the 
Soviet empire is serious business. 
It takes wisdom, foresight, calcu- 
lation and long-range planning. 
Secretary Acheson is right that it 
would be a dangerous undertak- 
ing for a bungling administration. 
But it will not be dangerous un- 
der the guidance of a President 
who knows, as do few men, the 
horrors of war and also the in- 
evitability of war unless, in time, 
we take positive, peaceful meas- 
ures to prevent it.” 

Earlier, at a press conference 
in New York, Dulles summarized 
the Acheson speech as the “Dem- 
ocrats’ usual refrain that Dem- 
ocratic polices are. perfect.” 

“If any Republican wants to do 
less, he is denounced as an iso- 
lationist,"’ Dulles observed. “If 
he wants to do more, he is de- 
nounced as a warmonger.’»

And this means’ that one of the main ques- 
tions of the campaign remains unanswered: How 
can Gen. Eisenhower rally a united administra- 
tion behind his foreign policy when Senator 
Taft, the leader of his congressional forces, dif- 
fers so radically on what that foreign policy 
ought to be? 

That is a main question of the campaign be- 
cause there never was any serious doubt that 
Senator Taft and Gen. Eisenhower could get to- 
gether on domestic policy. 

Is it surprising, after all, that the Republican 
nominee should be willing to adopt Senator 
Taft’s copyrighted version of the leading domes- 
tic issue—“liberty vs. socialism”? Or .that he 
should be willing to promise. that Taft support- 
ers will not be discriminated against in appoint- 
ments at both high and low levels? Or that he 
should support the principle of the Taft-Hartley 
Act, save only as modified by the master author 
himself? Or that he should support social se- 
curity as developed up to now, but oppose in 
Taft's words, “extension beyond the present com- 
mitments?” 

These are the points that Senator Taft empha- 
sized in proclaiming his “complete satisfaction” 
with the nominee’s views, but they are not the 
most pertinent points. The big question is now 
and always has been foreign policy. Here Sena- 
tor Taft frankly announces that he does not 
agree with all of Gen. Eisenhower’s views, but 
he says “the differences are differences of de- 
gree.” 

Whom is Senator Taft kidding? 

Is it a difference of degree that Gen. Eisen- 
hower stands foursquare for American participa- 
tion in the collective security of Europe, whereas 
Senator Taft was one of 13 die-hards in the Sen- 
ate to vote against ratification of the Atlantic 
Pact? 

Is it a difference of degree that Gen. Eisen- 
hower commanded the NATO armies, whereas 
Senator Taft fought the appointment of any 
American to lead any international armed force 
in Europe? 

Is it a difference of degree that the Korean 
war is “Truman’s war” to Taft and a necessary 
exercise of United Nations responsibility to Eis- 
enhower? 

Is it a difference of degree that Taft backed 
the MacArthur philosophy of expanding the Ko- 
rean war, while Eisenhower has always stood for 
containing the war within its present bounds? 


These differences are so deep and so wide 
that they cannot be covered up by simply ig- 
noring them. If Senator Taft and Gen. Eisen- 
hower have agreed to ignore them for the pur- 
poses of the campaign, that makes it all the 
more urgent for the voters to ask themselves 
what comes after the campaign in the event of 
Gen. Eisenhower’s election. 

Do the Taft Republicans then meekly give up 
all the positions they have stood for and fought 
for in foreign policy, thereby announcing to the 
world that their whole political past was but 
an unfortunate mistake? 

Or do the Eisenhower Republicans yield their 
position to the Taft forces which would dominate 
a Republican Congress? 

And if neither of these things happens, how 
does Gen. Eisenhower form a government that 
can govern? 
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Case of the Controverted Adyiser 

Somebody is wrong, that’s for sure. 

Robert C. Turner, new member of the Presi- 
dent’s Council of Economic Advisers, said on be- 
ing sworn in this week that defense spending 
has already reached or nearly reached its peak. 
The stock market took a dive, and some experts 
attributed it to Mr. Turner’s statement. 

The Department of Defense replied that de- 
fense spending has not reached its peak, that it 
will continue rising until the second quarter of 
next year. During the latter part of 1953, ac- 
cording to the Department of Defense, its out- 
lays will average close to five billion dollars a 
month as compared to four billion this year. 

Who is right? If the Department of Defense 
is right, Mr. Turner clearly has a need of being 
better advised before he gives economic advice. 
Misplacing a decimal point might be forgiven, 
but misplacing 12 billion dollars a year in de- 
fense expenditures starts to get serious.

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Cpl. Akins and His Replacement 

The Army has asked selective service officials 
to draft 47,000 men in November, almost five 
times the number inducted in June. All summer 
long, however, monthly draft calls have been 
on the rise, and for an obvious reason: More 
and more men drafted under the 1950 Selective 
Service Act have completed their tours of duty 
and are saying good-by to the services. 

For example, Cpl. Thomas J. Akins of Kansas 
City, the first man drafted in the current emer- 
gency, got out last Aug. 20. Thousands of others 
who served overseas and became eligible for 
discharge earlier were already civilians by the 
time he left Fort Leonard Wood. Twenty days 


- earlier, Arthur Weinfeld, a Wayne University 


graduate, reported and learned he was the mil- 
lionth draftee. 

But for selective service officials, the unhappy 
prospect is that it is going to be difficult to re- 
place men like Cpl. Akins. For in the last two 
years the pool of men available for the draft has 


' gradually been squeezed dry. And by next sum- 


mer it may well be drier than at any time in 
World War II. 

The prospective manpower difficulties grow 
from many causes, but principally from the fact 
that the national birth rate dropped sharply in 
the depression 1930s. This year the number of 
youths reaching draft age will be the lowest of 
this generation. Other manpower problems flow 
from the high rejection rate among those called, 
the large numbers deferred and the fact that 


World War II veterans are exempt. 


Obviously the size of the Army can not pres- 
ently be reduced, nor is it likely that the sol- 


dier’s period of service will be extended. This 
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can only mean that existing deferment policies 
are almost certain to be tightened and that the 
pool of 19-year-olds is sure to be tapped. Selec- 
tive service will have to scrape the bottom to

Lyon ae Slack 


His connection with the attempted whitewash 
in the grand jury investigation which led to the 
indictment of Internal Revenue Collector James 
P. Finnegan made it virtually inevitable that 


Ellis N. Slack should be removed from the posi-. 


tion of head of the tax division of the Depart- 
ment of Justice. | 

It may be that Mr. Slack was only a relatively 
minor figure in this scandal, little more than 
an errand boy sent to St. Louis by his former 
superiors. The greater responsibility undoubtedly 
rested with his former chief, T. Lamar Caudle, 
and beyond him with former Attorney General 
McGrath, both now separated from government 
service. 

This consideration may be the reason for At- 
torney General McGranery’s decision to keep 
Slack in his earlier position in the appellate sec- 
tion of the tax division. Others will feel, as we 
do, that if he warranted demotion he should 
have been dismissed from the department alto- 
gether. 

Mr. McGranery did better with his designa- 
tion of Charles S. Lyon as Mr. Slack’s successor. 
Mr. Lyon has been chief counsel of the King 
subcommittee investigating the administration of 
the federal tax laws. Few men. have been more 
active in exposing revenue scandals, so this ap- 
pointment can hardly be regarded as a genteel 
cover-up. Mr. Lyon may be expected to be as 
active in the Justice Department as he was while 
investigating it. Chairman King is well pleased 
with his selection. 

The appointment is in accord with the quiet 
but sure way in which Mr. McGranery has been 
getting rid of men who embarrassed the Depart- 
ment of Justice under his predecessors. There 
still may be undiscovered scandals in the wains- 
coting or under the rug. But it does seem that 
Attorney General McGranery is not letting the 
loyalties of an organization politician hinder him 
in cleaning up the very disordered house to 
which he was called. 

As the Justice Department reorganization 
proceeds, Daniel A. Bolich, formerly No. 2 man 
in the Internal Revenue Bureau, is indicted at 
New York for tax evasion. The significant thing 
about Bolich is that he was retained in the 
bureau by Secretary of the Treasury John W. 
Snyder long after he came under fire of investi- 
gators, and was finally permitted to resign. 

Both in the Justice Department and in the 
Internal Revenue Bureau, the clean-up came 
very late—so late that it only emphasizes the 
“mess in Washington” that developed under the 
Truman Administration. 
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Another Round on Austria 

The sparring continues over the end of the 
Austrian occupation. The latest jab has been 
landed by the Allies. They have answered Mos- 
cow’s objection to their proposed short-form 
treaty. And they have suggested that new four- 
power talks be held in London, starting Sept. 29. 

The Kremlin had said earlier that the Allies’ 
treaty proposal failed to provide for limits on 
Austrian military strength, for free elections, 
civil rights and protections against recrudescent 
Nazism. The Allies have now agreed to cover 
these points. They would do so by adding perti- 
nent sections of an earlier treaty draft. These 
had been accepted by all negotiators. 

It is doubtful, however, that the Russians will 
fall in with the new proposal. They may object 
because it calls for discussions only by deputy 
foreign ministers, or they may not like the stipu- 
lation that the talks be held under American 
chairmanship. They are not likely to say that 
they do not really want to get out of Austria 
because they would then be under legal obliga- 
tion to get Red troops out of Hungary and 


Rumania also, troops which are supposed to be © 


guarding the supply line to the Russian occupa- 
tion contingent in Austria, They are not likely 
to admit either that they do not want a treaty 
to break their hold on the Austrian oil industry 
and other so-called Nazi assets in Austria. 

But even if it is difficult to be optimistic, it 
is worth making another effort. The feeble 
Austrian economy can ill afford the costs of oc- 
cupation. And Austria, a liberated nation rather 
than a former enemy, deserves to be master 
again in its own house. 
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Good Prose and Poor Politics 

It is a strange thing that many newspapers, 
which formerly admired Gov. Stevenson's prose, 
are now criticizing him for speaking so well. 
They snicker that he is intellectual, as if that 
were an enormous vice. They criticize the 
brightness of his wit and the exactness of his 
phrases, and accuse him of talking over people's 
heads. 

This is an amazing about-face. When Steven- 
son made his convention acceptance address, 
most of the press—most of which even then 
opposed the Governor’s campaign—was lost in 
admiration of his speech. After years of exces- 
sive political banality, something new in oratory 
had come out of Springfield, Ii. 

Stevenson has proved this time and again in 
the course of the campaign, and did it again in 
his two masterful Los Angeles addresses.’ The 
Town Hall speech was an incomparable treatise 
on government corruption and public ethics— 
and he.was bold enough not to separate the two. 
The Shrine address had a different purpose but 
the delivery exactly fitted it. There was wit and 
sobriety, realism about the world and faith in 
the nation. 

The ultimate test was simply that the audience 
was spellbound. George H. Hall, the Post-Dis- 
patch correspondent, wrote that “Stevenson has 
emerged as one of the great political orators of 
this generation. The only comparable figures 
have been Franklin D. Roosevelt and Winston 
Churchill, and some who heard Stevenson here 
think the polished, unassuming Governor could 
top either one of them.” 

So the current criticism of Stevenson's 
speeches does not make much sense, even for his 
most bitter opponents. It is an effort to make an 
admitted virtue seem to be a vice. It is. like 
boasting of stupidity. Since when is it wrong 
for a man to be educated and intelligent, and to 
speak as if he were? Since when is good address 


‘ an object of ridicule? 


Moreover all the recent persiflage about 
Stevenson’s prose contains a dangerous element 


for those who engage in it. For to hoot that he 


speaks over the heads of the American people 
implies that the American people do not hold 
their heads very high. It is an insult to the 
public intelligence. 

This is not a very sensible way to win friends 
and influence people, or to attack a candidate. 
The fair way to oppose a man seeking the presi- 
dency is to oppose his policies. This campaign 
will have more meaning if the discussion of it 
on both sides sticks to the issues,

Townspeople of Staunton, Ill. bought a long-abandoned school- 
house for $1; federal aid was withheld because experts deemed 
the project hopeless; but a community of 5000 hammered, sawed, 
scrubbed, sold and gave, and now it has a $254,000 institution.

Staunton, Ill., was a small mining town 
thinking about a hospital. It had had a 
number of mining accidents and the near- 
waren was 20 miles away in Litch- 
ield. 

There was a shortage of medical care. 

In a community of approximately 5000 
population, there were only three physi- 
cians. One was in poor health; one was too 
advanced in years to take on the responsi- 
bility of caring for all the patients who 
needed his attention; and the third, of ne- 
cessity, was overburdened. 

There was one man in town who was 
particularly disturbed by this problem, and 
in his own quiet way he did a great deal 
of thinking about it. Ed Morgan was a 
miner in his younger years and today is 
custodian of the Labor Temple in Staun- 
ton. He came to the conclusion that Staun- 
ton needed a hospital badly. 

He talked his idea over with members of 
the union board. They responded enthusi- 
astically. A meeting of social and civic or- 
ganizations, the city administration, the 
school board, the churches and the wom- 
en's clubs excitedly indorsed the idea. 

Someone suggested the old school house. 
With little difficulty the building was pur- 
chased from the city for the nominal 
charge of $1. 

Fifty-dollar memberships per person or 
per family ynit were sold. 


All Hands Pitch In 


They hoped to get state and federal aid. 

Says Ed Morgan: 

“The experts who had come to Jook over 
the proposition prior to us going into it 
were under the impression it was impos- 
sible to take this school building and con- 
vert it into a modern hospital.” 

Staunton was refused state and federal 
aid. Such a setback might have discour- 
aged even the most enthusiastic support- 
ers, but not the people of Staunton. 

“We wrecked the building, tore out the 
school seats, and all these old steam pipes,” 
Leo Oderizzi will tell you today. “‘All this 
labor was done by miners.” 

The Boy Scouts cleaned the building, 
even to scrubbing the floors. The ladies of 
the churches pitched in on the clean-up 
work. Other women’s groups sewed draper- 
ies, pillow covers and towels. All the cov- 
ers for surgery were de because the 
people of Staunton felt It was more eco- 
nomical. 

The Veterans of Foreign Wars raised 
approximately $9000, and the miners’ un- 
ions contributed $35,000. Fifteen hundred 
dollars in proceeds from a circus was 
donated to the hospital. The women of the 
community formed a hospital auxiliary. 
They had a rainy-day bag in which the 
ladies contributed a penny for each day 
it rained during the year. They sponsored 
a booth at the Fourth of July shane at the 
park, They put on a raffle an 


$1000 with which they purchased portable 
X-ray equipment. : 

Businesses, churches, lodges, unions, 
civic organizations and individuals donated 
funds for rooms in the hospital and even 
for pieces of equipment ranging from an 
—— table down to a water foun- 
ain. 

The people of Staunton had begun build- 
ing their hospital in January, 1947, but 
by the time they were ready to open at 
the end of May, 1950 they still had an in- 
debtedness of $36,000. The total cost was 
approximately $254,000 —an unbelievable 
sum to the little community of Staunton! 


Medical Staff of Twenty-Two 


It seemed as though every possible re- 
source had been tapped, until Leo Oderiz- 
zi, the miner who was now president of the 
hospital board, suggested that they sell 
certificates of indebtedness in the amount 
of $50. These certificates were to bear 2 
per cent interest and would be payable 
when funds were available. People could 
also use them for hospitalization costs, 
should such an emergency arise. 

The plan worked. Today Staunton Me- 
morial Hospital, named to honor Staunton 
men who were killed in World Wars I and 
II, has 50 beds, seven bassinets and an in- 
cubator, is equipped for electro-cardiogra- 
phy, diathermy, basal metabolism, and even 
has an iron Jung. The operating room has 
been constructed with the latest safety de- 
vices. It offers every hospital service that 
a small community hospital could be ex- 
pected to have. 

Twenty-two doctors in surrounding towns 
are now members of the medical staff, al- 
though all do not use the hospital regular- 
ly. The paid staff includes 12 registered 
—— The auxiliary has 300 active mem- 

rs. 


Hospital Draws New Doctors 


The presence of a hospital also has had 
an effect on thé doctor care available in 
the community. Since the hospital opened 
two doctors have moved to Staunton and 
a third is expected within the next few 
months. 

The hospital board includes the mayor, 
who is also a mine office worker; the post- 
master; the freight agent; Ed Morgan, the 
custodian of the Labor Temple who first 
thought of a hospital for Staunton; five 


‘miners; a retired pharmacist; the super- 


intendent of schools; two grocers; a mail 
carrier; and an attorney. No one of the 
board members receives a fee for his 
services. 

Today the Staunton Memorial Hospital 
{s operating in the black—an institution 
financially as well as spiritually solvent, a 
tribute to the perseverance and courage of 
the remarkable people of Staunton, II.

Between Book Ends 


Early Biography of Poe 
CHIVER'S LIFE OF POE, ogres with an Introduction 
by Richard Beale Davis. (E. P. Dutton, 127 pgs., $5.)

Thomas Holley Chivers (“Phoebus, what 
a name’) was a Southern gentleman, a 
nonpracticing physician, and an eccentric 
poet whose verses at their worst sound like 

a cruel parody of Edgar Allan Poe. In 
cevaen Poe called him “at the same ti 
one of the best and one of the worst poe 
in America,” but they met and acanend 
ed, fitfully on Poe’s part. Poe’s cordiality 
appears to have fluctuated in accordance 
with the state of his hope that he might 
get money out of Chivers for one of his 
literary projects and after Poe’s death 
Chivers launched the claim that his own 
poetry had strongly influenced the author 
of “The Raven,” “The Bells,” etc. 

The claim has been elaborately discussed 
but the evidence seems to be that the in- 
fluence was in the opposite direction and 
when Poe’s first biographer, Rufus Gris- 
wold, published his famous derogatory ace 
count of Poe’s life and character Chivers 

forgot his sense of 
wrong sufficiently to 
begin a laudatory 
and also rhapsodical 
biography which he 
never finished and 
for no part of which 
he got a publisher, 
Portions of his MSS 
have been used by 
scholars for half a 
century but the 
whole has never been 
printed and it is 
from various frag- 
ments _— aes 
ington library a 
arae riten toe the present synthesis 
has been made and annotated by Mr. Davis. 

In itself the Chivers’ “Life” is a curious 
and not unentertaining example of the 
work of that flamboyant school of sube 
literary writers with whom, unfortunately, 
Poe himself was all too familiar. “Shades 
of my immortal ancestors! Ye who look 
down from yon. starry thrones in Heaven 
upon the fleeting things of time—inspire. 
me, at this midnight hour of the night, 
with the eternal spirit of your loves.” Or 
again: “Suppose he did drink. Did he not 
live—feel, think and love? Did he not 
have an immortal soul in his body?” 

Despite all such rhapsodies the fact re- 
mains that Chivers did know Poe, did talk 
with him at some length, did see him at 
home, and was thus in a position to report 
something concerning a man whose mem- 

ory is still haunted by legends and abouts 
whom the facts are sometimes hard to. 
come by. Chivers gives, for example, 3’ 
longish description of Poe’s personal ap- 
pearance, a twelve-page report of a con- 
versation on literary subjects, and an al- 
leged drunken confession by Poe that he 

was in love with a woman in Providence 
concerning whom Chivers was be nese to 
say nothing in the presence of Virginia 
Clemm. Mr. Davis frankly discusses the 
whole question of Chivers’ credibility, 

especially in connection with this reference - 
to a love affair.

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SERMON CRITICAL 
OF JUDGE 1S HELD 


T0 BE CONTEMPT 


Virginia Pastor Who Gave 
Newspapers Copies of 
His Remarks Will Ap- 
peal Ruling. 


ARLINGTON, Va., Sept. 13 
(AP)+The Rev. Ross Allen Wes- 
ton, Pastor of the Arlington Uni- 
tarian Church, was convicted es- 
terday of contempt of court for 
giving newspapers a sermon he 
preached from the pulpit criticiz- 
ing a Virginia judge. 

The unusual case centered in 
the minister’s statement that a 
Virginia circuit court decision co- 
incided with the interests of the 
state Democratic organization 
headed by Senator Byrd (Dem.), 
Virginia. 

Circuit Judge J. Hume Taylor 
fined Dr. Weston $100 but su- 
spended payment of the fine. It 
was Taylor, sitting without a jury, 
who found the pastor guilty. 

Dr. Weston’s attorney immedi- 
ately announced he would appeal 
to the state supreme court. If 
lost there, the appeal would go 
directly to the United States Su- 
preme Court. 

The contempt charge arose from 
a sermon Dr. Weston preached to 
his congregation last May 18 in 
which he criticized Judge Walter 
J. McCarthy of the Arlington cir- 
cuit court for upholding a Vir- 
ginia law barring Federal em- 
ployes from holding state and lo- 
cal offices. 

Judge McCarthy’s decision was 
upheld by the state supreme court 
of appeals on Wednesday. 

In his sermon, Dm Weston de- 
clared: 

“We must be alert to encroach- 
ments of the freedom of persons; 
the stealth, the intrigue and the 
wicked designs of the illiberal are 
a constant menace. They leap at 
us from the left, waving the most 
impressive anti-fascist banners, or 
they creep upon us from the right, 
clothed in the most innocent 
garbs. 

“Sometimes these forces are 
clothed in the gowns of the jus- 
tices of the law. Lrefer, of course, 
to Judge McCarthy and his re- 
cent decision in the case that 
employes of the federal govern- 
ment cannot hold office in ‘Ar- 
lington county.” 
~ Prosecutor William J. Hassan 
told reporters the court did not 
pass on Dr. Weston’s sermon it- 
self. 

He said the point Judge Taylor 
ruled on was: Dr. Weston’s ac- 
knowledgement that he “uttered” 
the words by making typewritten 
excerpts from his sermon avail- 
able to the Washington Post and 
other newspapers.

A group of business men, head- 
ed by Edwin B. Meissner, presi- 
dent of the St. Louis Car Co., and 
August A. Busch Jr., president of 
Anheuser-Busch, Inc., will spon-

Reform Jews observe a 
one-day New Year, Orthodox and 
Conservative Jews observe two 


days. 

According to Jewish tradition, 
the New Year will mark the 
5713th anniversary of the crea- 
tion of the world. The Jewish 
calendar counts time from what 
tradition states was the date of 
Creation. . 

The holiday is not observed 
with merrymaking but with 
solemn religious services. Rosh 
Hashona is the beginning of a 
period of meditation and prayer 
known as 10 Days of Penitence. 
The 10 days will close with the 
fast of Yom Kippur, or Day of 
Atonement, most solemn day on 
the Jewish calendar.

The first authorized revision of 
the Bible by Protestant churches 
in 51 years will be released on 
Sept. 30.

The purpose of the 
translation was “in order to pre- 
pare a revision of the King 
James (1611) and American Stand- 
ard Versions (the last in 1901) 
that would present the word of 
God accurately and in good 
English for twentieth century 
readers.” 

Dr. Luther A. Weigle, dean 
emeritus of Yale Divinity School, 
headed the staff of translators. 
Translations were made from 
Hebrew, Greek, Aramaic, Latin, 
and English sources. 

The New Testament, finished in 
1946, is in one volume. The Old 
Testament will appear in two vol- 
umes as well as in combination 
with the New Testament. Pub- 
lishers are Thomas Nelson and

Sentenced to the federal peni- 
tentiary at Terre Haute, Ind., and 
fined $40,000, Schuermann waited 
15 months in City Jail here while 
his. appea} was pending. The time 
did not count on his sentence. 

When the United States Court 
of Appeals affirmed the sentence, 
he was commited to the peniten- 


was sent to the United States 
Medical Center at Springfield, 
Mo. While a prisoner there, he 
was brought here to the Marine 
Hospital for the brain tumor op- 
eration. He had not been well 
since. 

Charged with evading a total 
of $1b0,824 in income taxes for 
the years 1942-45, Schuermann 
was convicted by a jury in the 
court of United States District 
Judge Rubey M. Hulen. Unable 
to determine the sources of his 
income, Treasury ageftts based 
their case upon substantial sums 
invested by Schuermann through 
friends in 1944-45. His lawyers 
contended the money represented 
the earnings of eight handbooks 
he operated years ago. 

Schuermann, 50 years old, set- 
tled his civil liabilities last May 
in stipulations which called for 
payments of more than $130,000. 

Survivors include his wife, 
Carole, and daughter, Patricia.

avenue,

Indorsing Jenner, Is 


Campaigning Under Slogan “Throw 
the Rascals In.’ 


PHOENIX, Ariz., Sept. 18 (AP). 


Following is the text of Gov. Adlai Stevenson's address at a 
| downtown theater here yesterday: 
E are now nearing the end of our first campaign swing 
_through the West. It has been a fine trip; I haven’t had a 
. better time in years. FDR used to say: “I’m an old cam- 
paigner and I love a good fight.” I’m not an old campaigner yet. 


But I must-say that I have enjoyed every minute so far. 


My ideas about campaigning are 
simple and primitive. It seems to 
me that the American people want 
to hear about the issues, and that 
it is the business of the candidates 
to talk ly about these issues. 
As I said in Los Angeles yester- 
day, I don’t think that issues are 
beneath the dignity of political 
’ candidates nor above the intelli- 
gence of American voters. 


What I had hoped to do was to 


raise a little debate between the 
two parties on some of the sol- 
emn questions of our national life. 
Thus far I can’t say that I’ve had 
much success. So far as I can see, 
it is like trying to hold a conver- 
sation with a two-headed ele- 
phant. One head agrees with 
everything I say and the other 
head fumes and curses at every 


thing I say. The best debate of, 


all, of course, would be between 
those two elephant heads. 

Sympathy for Eisenhower. 

I have certain sympathies with 
my distinguished opponent. It 
must be hard to try to talk sense 
on issues when half your advisers 
tell you one thing and the other 
half tell you exactly the opposite. 
As a result of this, the Republican 
leadership has evidently decided 
that the only thing to do is to talk 
slogans, catchwords and epithets. 
I think a campaign for the presi- 
dency is worth something better, 
but it begins to look as though 
the Republican leaders had decid- 
ed to file notice of intellectual 
bankruptcy, accompanied by a 
deluge of abuse to their creditors 
=—the people’s intelligence. 

In fact, their whole campaign 
so far reminds me of a phono- 
graph record that monotonously 
repeats “I love you, I love you, 
I love you”—and adds “honey 
chile” and a rebel yell when the 
caravan moves South. When 
you turn the record over, it of- 
fers a catchy little number in 
waltz time, “A change is a 
change is a change.” 

I left Springfield exactly a 
week ago on this trip. We have 
covered a lot of ground in seven 
short days. We went first to Den- 
ver. You all know the Denver 
story. It used to be the campaign 
headquarters of the Republican 
candidate for President. I really 
don’t know why the Republicans 
abandoned Denver. Maybe the 
high altitudes were too much for 
weak hearts. Or maybe the close- 
ness of Denver to the great di- 
vide was just too uncomfortable 
for a divided party. Or maybe 
the Republican leadership just 
didn’t like the west! In any case, 
by the time I got to Denver, the 
general and his entourage had 
decided that it was time for a 
change—and had forsaken Colo- 
rado for New York City. 


‘Plowing-Under Contest.’ 

From Denver we went back to 
Kasson, Minn., for a plowing 
contest. Or it started out as a 
plowing contest, After my dis- 
tinguished opponent had given 
his speech, I began to wonder 
whether he didn’t think it was a 
plowing-under contest. At least 
he spent most of his time plow- 
ing under the farm platform otf 
the Republican party. 

For my part, I didn’t have to 
plow under the Democratic farm 
platform: I could stand on it. 
In fact, I am perfectly willing 
to have the general try and stand 
on it too—though I wish he would 
be a bit more careful to request 
the permission of the copyright 
owners. 

Someone asked me the other 
day what I thought the main 
difference between the Repub- 
lican and Democratic platforms 
was. The answer is easy. The 
difference is this: The Repub- 
lican presidential candidate 
always tries te run on the 
Democratic platform. But you 
will never, never find a Demo- 
cratic presidential candidate 
trying to run on the Republican 
platform. 


Well, the general and I had 
our little set-to in Minnesota. I 
had hoped that we might have a 
debate upon farm policy. But the 
best debate, as usual, was between 
the Republican parties. One of 
the Republican parties opposes 
fixed parity prices at 90 per cént. 
The party wrote the platform in 
Chicago. Another of the Repub- 
lican parties supports fixed parity 
prices. That party wrote the 
general’s speech, 


But when the general proposed 
that we should go up to 100 per 
cent, I think he may have mis- 
understood his audience. The 
farmers of America have too vivid 
a memory of the Republicans in 
the House voting against the 90 
per cent support law last spring 
to be impressed by big talk about 
100 per cent today. Moreover, I 
doubt whether they liked the idea 
of the Republican leadership 
treating the farm question like an 
auction, in which the farmers’ 
votes would be sold to the highest 
bidder. Maybe the Republican 
leadership would get a little far- 
ther if it began to treat the 
farmers like self respecting Amer- 
icans. 

From Minnesota we went on to 
Wyoming and Idaho and Mon- 
tana; and from there to Oregon 
and on. If you don't 
like to travel you shouldn’t go 
into politics. But I do like to 
travel, especially around this 
lovely and fertile land of ours. 
We have a great national heritage 
’ jn our land, our forests and our 
rivers. You get an exciting sense 
of the richness and variety of this 
heritage when you travel through 
the Northwest. And,you get an 
urgent sense of the vital impor- 
tance of developing this heritage 
in the interest of all the people of 
the country—and not permitting 
it to be a private reserve by which 

groups can make profits 
_ for themselves at the expense of 
the comman interest. 
Arizona’s Fast Development. 

You here in Arizona well know 
the importance of our federal pol- 
icies of conservation and recla- 
. mation. I have been told that the

very first major reclamation proj- 
ect in the whole country was here 
in this state. I was especially in- 
terested to learn that the original 
pattern of co-operative member- 
ship by farmers in an irrigation 
district was worked out over at 
the Salt river project. Irrigation 
and reclamation laws nourished 
your state. Since 1940, farm in- 
come in Arizona has increased 386 
per cent. And your total income 
rose, or rather leaped 23 per 
cent from 1950 to 1951—more 
than any other state. Your extra- 
ordinary yields of long-staple cot- 
ton, and of melons, grapes, alfalfa 
and other crops contribute to the 
well-being of all of us. We in 
Illinois are better off because you 
are better off. 

There is another aspect of the 
conservation problem which was 
borne in on me’ both in the North- 
west and down here. That is the 
problem of controlling erosion 
and of preventing silt from chok- 
ing irrigation works and reser- 
voirs. One of the key points in 
this fight against erosion is over- 
grazing. ‘I have stated already 
that I think the public ranges 
should be useg@ wisely for grazing 
on a fair and equitable basis. But 
I am unalterably opposed to turn- 
ing over control of those lands 
to private interests. They are 
public property, and they must be 
managed in the public interest. 

So far as anyone can penetrate 
the foggy language of the Repub- 
lican platform, the Republican 
leadership is interested in giving 
these national resources away. 
“We favor,” the Republican plat- 
form says, “restoration of the tra- 
ditional Republican land policy”— 
and we all know what the tradi- 
tional Republican land policy is. 
I welcome battle on this issue. I 
am for conserving public wealth— 
the common property of the peo- 
ple—just as I am for conserving 
tax dollars. 

I hope that some day my dis- 
tinguished opponent will come 
to see that both these questions 
involve the property of all the 
people. He is appalled—as I 
am—at those pub‘ic servants 
who have given away tax favors, 
but he is apparently willing 
enough to give away the land, 
oil ‘and other property of the 
people. 4 

In this fight for the conserva- 
tion of the public domain, I take 
great comfort from the support 
of Senators Hayden and McFar- 
land. They are staunch allies in 
a good cause. 

I talked on these matters in 
Seattle and Portland, because lit- 
tle is more important to American 
survival than planning in time to 
assure the conservation and wise 
development of our natural re- 
so irces. 

From Seattle, I flew down the 
shining Pacific coast to San Fran- 
cisco. There, where the great 
Golden Gate looks toward the 
East, I spoke about foreign policy. 
I said that the question of peace 
was the great unfinished business 
of our generation. I said that our 
generation can meet that chal- 
lenge—if we understand the enor- 
mity of the threat. I believe 
peace is possible, if we but have 
the will, the boldness and the 
patience to conquer it. I believe 
that we have. I believe this is 
a time for greatness, and that our 
nation is capable of greatness. 

Then I had a wonderful day 
whistle-stopping through the cen- 
tral valley of California. And yes- 
terday I spoke twice in Los An- 
geles. First I had some things 
to say about corruption. I said 
that the people were getting tired 
of the indiscriminate abuse of 
our public servants. There have 
been thieves and scoundrels, men 
who have betrayed their trust. I 
say that such men must be iden- 
tified and punished without 
mercy. And a good many of them 
have been detected and exposed— 
by Democrats. Among the ex- 
posers, I need only mention such 
names as Estes Kefauver, Paul 
Douglas, Bill Fulbright, Stuart 
Symington, Cecil King, Frank 
Chelf and many others. In fact, 
I took Steve Mitchell, who as 
counsel for the Chelf committee 
has been conducting such a bril- 
liant investigation of the Depart- 
ment of Justice, and nominated 
him for chairman of the Demo- 
cratic National Committee. 

An Age of Promise. 

In the evening at’ Los Angeles 
I talked about the fact that some- 
times we got so mired down in 
the problems of today that we 
forget about the possibilities of 
tomorrow, I have talked a lot of 
blood, sweat and tears during this 
campaign; and I propose to con- 
tinue talking it, because I do not 
believe that this is a safe or sim- 
ple world. But I think too that 
we must never forget that we are 
on the edge ef a new scientific 
and technological age — an age

We Democrats are not afraid 
of the challange of tomorrow. 
We are the party of faith— 
faith in America, faith in de- 
mocracy, faith in freedom. 
We will let the Republicans 
continue to deal in moans, 
groans and lamentations — to 
say that the American way of 
life is weak, fragile and on the 
verge of extinction.

WASHINGTON, Sept. 13 (AP) 
--The Treasury announced Fri- 
day it will offer on Monday a 
I4-month Treasury note bearing 


2% per cent interest per year in 
exchange for $10,861,027,000 in 
outstanding Treasury certificates 
bearing 1% per cent interest. 

This was a one-quarter of 
1 per cent rise in the interest 
rate on this issue. It raised the 
rate to the highest interest a short 
term Treasury obligation has 
borne since the depression days 
of the early thirties. 

The issue to be exchanged ma- 
tures Oct. 1, 1952. The new notes 
will be dated that day and will 
mature Dec. 1, 1953. 

The Treasury announcement of 
the 2% per cent rate came as no 
surprise to New York govern- 
ment bond dealers. The market 
has been gradually adjusting to 
a higher interest rate all week, 
they said. 

Treasury bond prices, especial- 
ly long-term issues, dipped sharp- 
ly in over-the-counter activity 
Friday, despite the fact that the 
Government announcement did 
not come until after trading had 
ceased. Declines were as high as 
14-32 of a point Friday.

The New Films

HE success of Somerset Maugham’s short stories in group 
T storm on the screen very likely prompted the making of 

“O, HENRY’S FULL HOUSE,” a collection of five of the 
best known, most sure fire of the works of the master crafts- 

man now at the AMBASSADOR Theater. 
With the aid of a superior stellar cast, the 
result is a faithful interpretation and a fine 

tribute. 
The stories, all of them in the early 1900 
settings in which they were written, are 
“The Cop and the Anthem,” in which a 
courtly panhandler tries to get thrown in 
jail in order to have a warm home for winter; “The Clarion 
Call,” about a detective and a murderer who was his boyhood 
friend; “The Last Leaf,” about the girl who believes she’ll 
die. when the last ivy leaf falls from the wall opposite her 
window; “The Ransom of Red Chief,” in which two confidence 
men kidnap a little boy and are glad to be rid of him; and 
“The Gift of the Magi,” about the young couple who sell their 
dearest possessions to buy gifts for each other. | 

Yeu might expect the plots and “surprise endings” to 
be so familiar, or the technique, which was fresh and new in 
©. Henry’s day to be so timeworn, that these vignettes would 
seem like musty pages in the family album. Instead, each 
story has life and vigor, and, judging by audible comments 
from the audience, many of the endings filled the viewers 
with surprise, delight and amazement. 

Part of this achievement is due to the skill of the actors. 
Charles Laughton plays the panhandler with the sure touch 
and exuberance of a man who must have loved doing it. 
Richard Widmark is a credible character as the murderer. 
Anne Baxter is not too convincing as the sick girl; there is a 
little too much Camille in her posturings. Jeanne Crain and 
Farley Granger need contribute little to the still potent tear- 
jerker about the young couple. Strangely enough, the one 
that would seem most likely to succeed, “The Ransom of Red 
Chief,” with Fred Allen and Oscar Levant as the out-slicked 
slickers is the only disappointing one of the lot. The humor 
seems heavyhanded, the actors more’ implausible than the 
story. Or perhaps it’s that the idea of a little boy who is 
such a monster that his. parents demand to be paid to take 
him. back isn’t as far-fetched as it was in O. Henry's day.

Use Cream, 
Eggs to Gain 


Extra Pounds 
By Edith M. Barber 


66 FWOULD be very grateful if 
[vou could help me gain 
weight. I am 32 years old, 
five feet two inches tall and 
weigh 105 pounds, I just can’t 
drink milk. I do hope you can 
help me.” It is indeed refresh- 
ing to find a young woman who 
realizes that a few extra pounds 
would be desirable. 

According to the accepted ta- 
bles, a weight of 105 pounds is 
too low, even for a woman with 
a small frame. She should weigh 
from 110 to 118. With a medium 
frame, the allowance is 117 to 
125, and for a large frame, 124 
to 135. When weight is much 
below normal, there is a tenden- 
cy to become easily fatigued and 
to have a lower resistance to in- 
fection. 

First of all, a physical exam- 
ination should be made by a phy- 
sician, as there may be some un- 
derlying cause that prevents gain. 
Often, however, too little food is 
taken because appetite is lack- 
ing. It is even harder for some 


persons to gain than it is for oth-: 


ers to lose. Because they often 
find large portions difficult to 
consume, effort should be made 
to add extra calories when food 
is prepared. Cream and eggs can 
often be used to advantage. 

If, as the writer states, milk as 
such can not be easily taken, an 
extra amount of dry milk, which 
seldom causes trouble, can well 
be used in soups, sauces and pud- 
dings. Sometimes, a four or five 
meal program is better than the 
three-meal plan. 

Hearty Potato Soup. 

One teaspoon salt, six cups 
boiling water, four medium-sized 
potatoes, thinly peeled dnd sliced, 
one and one-half cups dry skim 
milk, one-fourth pound salt pork, 
diced, or three tablespoons butter 
or mdrgarine, one medium-sized 
onion, sliced, one green pepper, 
diced, four tablespoons chopped 
celery leaves. — 

Add salt to the boiling water, 
add potatoes, cover and cook five 
to eight minutes until tender. 
(There 
should be four and one-half to 
five cups). Mash potatoes. Beat 
in one-half cup dry skim milk 
with fork or spoon, a little at a 
time. Beat in one-half cup potato 
water, Add remaining dry skim 
milk and mix well. Add remain- 
ing potato water. Cook salt pork 
until browned. Add it or butter 
to onion, green pepper, and cel- 
ery leaves. Cook five minutes or 
until tender and lightly browned. 
Stir into potato mixture and 
bring to boiling point. Serve hot 
or chilled, and top with sour

Saying and Doing Are Two 
Different Things.” 


N old Scottish proverb has it, 
A “saving goes good cheap.” 

Considering the contempo- 
rary sense of the word “cheap,” 
this signifies that saying is easily 
bought, in modern terms a “good 
buy.” It appeared first in the 
“Scottish Proverbs” of David 
Ferguson, published in 1641. 

However, the aphorism with 
which we are. familiar today, 
“Saying and doing are two dif- 
ferent things,” is of previous vin- 
tage. In this form, and the 
similar “Saying is one thing, and 
doing another,” it saw consid- 
erable usage early in the same 
century, not only in English, but 
in French and Spanish as well. In 
Cervantes’ classic, “Don Quixote,” 
Sancho says, “You do prettily fa- 
cilitate the matter, but ‘tis one 
thing to say and another to do.” 
Shakespeare made of it the meta- 
phor, “Give this saying deed.” 
And Montaigne turned the idea 
into a maxim, 

The proverb’s earliest rec- 
orded usage is in Heywood's 
“Proverbes,” published in 1546, 
where it appears thus: “But it is 
as folke dooe, and° -as folke 
saie. For they saié“saiying and 
dooyng are two thingis.”

Deaths from appendectomy are 
nearly zero. Even medical treat- 
ment immediately after perfora- 
tion in those early morning 
when his pain went away and his 
abdomen became soft would have 
given him eight chances out of 
10 for life. By refusing to have 
a doctor and proper medical and 
surgical attention, he chose to die. 

Sometimes acute appendicitis 
is more sudden and dramatic with 
severe pain “in the stomach,” 
shifting later to the right lower 
part of the abdomen, Usually 
nausea is worse and sometimes, 
vomiting more severe. To save’ 
your life, you must above all avoid 
taking any laxatives with such: 
symptoms. Laxatives whip the 
intestines into activity, causing 
rupture of the inflamed appen- 
dix with its distended thin walls, 

Nor can you eat or drink safee 
ly, for these also increase intes- 
tinal activity. Sucking on ice will; 
assuage thirst without putting any) 
dangerous amounts of fluid into 
the intestine,
